Neither the Crown it ſelf, nor its Luſtre and 
Worth, were any farther Conſiderable, than as they 
were Enſigns or Tokens of that Royal, and Excellent 
Majeſty, that was conferrd upon David; who had 
been Singled out, Long Before he came to the Throne, 
and was Prepared by Many Steps,and through Various 
Tyials, for that High Dignity,to which he was After- 
wards advancd. Though he was not A&ually, or 
Viſibly Inveſted with it, till the Crown, in a moſt So- 
lm, and Publick Manner, was Plac d upon his _ ;

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that all the People, by this Emblem or Evidence, 
might Take Notice of, and Recognize him, whom 
God had Choſen, and ſo Immediately appointed, to 
this Great, and Important Office. 
THERE was indeed, a Wonderful Appearance, and 
Interpofition of Providence, in the Whole of this Af- 
fair.
